S.O. 760(E).—Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary to 
appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into a definite 
matter of public importance hereinafter specified: 

Now. therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Commission# 
of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952), the Central Government hereby appoints a Commission 
of Inquiry consisting of:— 

(i) Mr. Justice V. S. Deshpande, High Court of Delhi.—Chairman 

(ii) Dr. P. P, Goel, Director General of Health Services, Government of India 

New Delhi.—Member. 

2. The said Commission shall inquire into the facts and circumstances leading to the 
death of Mr Justice D. S, Lamba of the High Court of Punjab and Haryana, who wa* 
operated upon in the Post Graduate Institute of Medical Education and Research, 
Chandigarh, for disease of the Gall Bladder on the 19th November, 1976, including the 
quality and adequacy of treatment administered to him at the said Institute. 

3. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government as soon a# 
possible, but not later than the 31st January, 1977. 
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4. The Central Government, being of opinion that, having regard to the nature of the 
inquiry to be made by the said Commission and other circumstances of the case, all the 
provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (,4) and sub-section (5) of the 
said Act should be made applicable to the Commission, hereby directs, under sub-section 
(1) of the said section 5, that all the said provisions shall apply to the said Commission.
